AUGUSTA, April 23—President 
Eisenhower has called Secretary 
of Labor James Mitchell to Au- 
gusta to see if they can figure 
out legislation to correct abuses 
of organized labor funds. 

This disclosure was made to- 
day shortly after Eisenhower 
met with Harold Stassen and en- 
couraged the disarmament ad- 
viser to ‘follow through thor- 
oughly’’ in arms-curbing talks 
with the Russians at London. 

White House Press Secretary 
James C. Hagerty announced that 
Mitchell will fly here late 


Wednesday night and will see the 


President at 8:30 a.m., Thursday 
at the Augusta National Golf Club. 


Hagerty said the talks with 
Mitchell are expected to result in 
new recommendations to Con- 
gress for labor legislation, in ad- 
dition to proposals already sent 
up to Capitol Hill. 

At his press conference in 
Washington last week, Eisenhow- 
er was asked if he thought there 
was any need for new federal leg- 
islation growing out of labor dis- 
closures made during the current 
congressional investigation of 
union racketeering. 

His reply then was that “it 
would appear that when (labor) 
funds can be used in a way that 
does apparently create a scandal 
in the country, that then there 
ought to be some legal means of 
looking at these things in advance 
so that kind of abuse of labor can- 
not take place. . . .”’

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Split Republicanism 
Is More Apt Term 


The Washington revolt against Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, which began with his 
Secretary of the Treasury Humphrey and 
later spread to Congress and his own 
family, is growing. 

The most significant fact appears to 
be that with less than six months of his 
second term behind him, the GOP in 
Congress is deserting Ike in droves. This 
follows a political campaign in which the 
President received millions of votes more 
than did GOP congressional candidates, 
showing that the voters approved Ike’s 
New Republicanism but not his party. 

In what is becoming the historic bat- 
tle of the budget, both the President's 
party leaders in Congress, Sen. William 
Knowland and Rep. Joseph W. Martin 
Jr., have joined in attacks on it. The 
President himself has not helped mat- 
ters by not silencing those in his own 
official family who are opposed to some 
features of his program. 

In short, what appears to be happen- 
ing is what many predicted. With Eisen- 
hower barred as a candidate for a third 
term, there is no party discipline. As the 
first “lame duck” President in history, it 
is every man for himself in Congress. And 
the split in GOP ranks, skillfully being 
used by the Democrats, means rough 
going. 

It is the Eisenhower leadership that 
is now being put to the test. With the 
Old Guard in full resurgence and with 
the tendency for each member to make 
his own decision as to what’s best for 
himself, Ike's program is in for tougher and 
tougher sledding throughout the rest of 
his term. 

Having used Ike’s popularity to recap- 
ture the White House, the Old Guard 
again is reverting to form. 

The greatest danger facing the coun- 
try in all this is to the defense and na- 
tional security program. Already secre- 
tary Wilson apparently has thrown in the 
towel in trying to stay abreast of the 
Russians in airpower. That is the inter- 
pretation put upon cutbacks in the B52 
program. 

Cuts in the budget are possible and 
would be popular. But if these are dic- 
tated by political considerations alone, 
the country must face the later conse- 
quences. Right now, however, the GOP 
appears to be thumbing its nose at Ike 
with its leaders saying “You don't have 
to be re-elected!”

Cobb Cleans Its House 
Of Moonlight Gamblers 


The chief beneficiary of the Wagon 
Wheel, a gambling operation set up in a 
wooded section of Cobb County, is prov- 
ing to be the county itself. 

So far, Judge Manning of the Cobb 
Superior Court has assessed fines of more 
than $5,000 on those persons entcring 
guilty pleas following a police raid on 
the gambling house. Other defendants, in- 
cluding three men accused of running the 
place, have yet to be tried. 

By the evidence, what went on at the 
Wagon Wheel was not a friendly game 
of cards among friends. The house was 
equipped with a roulette wheel and dice 
tables. Police theorize the equipment was 
hauled out of the county and hidden dur- 
ing the daylight hours, to be returned and 
set up at night. 

The establishment had the trappings of 
organized gambling, with all of its insidi- 
ous implications. 

Cobb County has invited industry 
within its limits. 

But by police action, by grand jury 
indictment, by attitude of the judge, Cobb 
Countians have served notice they will 
not tolerate a nefarious business that must 
operate deep in the woods after dark. 

Very likely, the moonlight gambler 
will pick up what is left of his stakes and 
move on. The determined, vigilant com- 
munity will see that he has no place to 
set up.

Atlanta’s newest fire station at Ben 
Hill is the fifth to be completed since 
the Plan of Improvement was inaugu- 
rated in 1952.

Each of the stations cost around 
$100,000. They represent the type of 
metropolitan services which must come 
with growth.

hours a day after school and eight 
on Saturdays and holidays, but not 
after 9 p.m. When school is out, 
children in those age brackets may 
work 40 hours a week, but not 
after 9 p.m. 


For persons 16 to 18, there is 
no limitation to type of work or 
hours, but they, too, must have 
an employment certificate. 

(Therein is a loophole by which 
the child bride can evade mak- 
ing the bed and doing the dishes.)

Dr. Carroll got interested in 
rural education because, he 
laughed, ‘I’m a country boy 
myself.

Still it wasn’t a lived-in house. Its well long ago caved in and 
was filled up.
